Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because: 

(1) the view numbers and the reference numbers are the same size (see 37 CFR 
1.84(u)(2); 

(2) the sectional views do not utilize cross hatching as required in 37 CFR 
1.84(h)(3). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the means of connection" in lines 1-2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Claim 5 first recites "means 
for connection" but claim 6 is dependent upon claim 3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 
4334339 A1 . 

DE 4334339 A1 shows in FIG. 1 and FIG. 2 a gradually diminishing shaft 6 for a 
turbo compressor, whereby the bearing holder 5 has a larger outside diameter than two 
of the bearings shown in FIG. 2 between the axial first and axial last bearings. A stator 
housing part 4 is paced axially away from the compressor 1 end of the shaft. When 
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assembled the stator housing part 4 and the volute portion 9 form a duct for the 
passage of air downstream of the rotor blades 3. Further, a second stator housing part 
2 is connected to the first stator housing part 4 during assembly. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-16 are allowed. 

Claims 4-5, 7-8 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
